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85jf of the Albanian people are against the actual rnsglae, Vat nobody 
dames to speak against the Communist regime. 

There is a clandestine organisation composed Vy employees and some 
intellectuals, vho are only authorised Vy the organisation to knew thsree 
persons. This organisation has its center in Tirana and is presided Vy a 
certain VIM TIER, Vat nobody knows if that is his real or nick name. 

In September and October 51, clandestine pamphlets were eeea in circu- 
lation in Tirana and Eercha; they contained teste against the actual regime 
encouraging the people to resistance telling them that liberation wao noar. 
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At the end of January 52, the same tracts were circulated in Tirana, 
specially in EOBCRA and very few In Ojinocaster and Talons. The security 
caught seme students of the secondary school of Tirana (WYKHAZI 1 THAIS S) 
of which twelve are internated in BTJBHEL. It it supposed that as those 
pamphlets were stuck on the walls of Tirana's center and next to the Minis- 
terlee, that they have Veen put there Vy She agents ef the Security and 
distributed Vy them. 

The officers of the Security who aro wall considered Vy the people are: 
lico SPIRO, Lin DttSRFJ, Vim ZSJRXLLX, Jan STWAJtt, of the Security of the 
-~ x Center of Tirana; the flret Is a tfcajor from EOSCHA; the second and the thirst 
\ are lieutenants; the last sub-1 leutensnt. In XLRASAl / Vdrek MISS, Sale TKJXOA, 
I Co TdHIRI; the first is a Captain the two others lieutenants. In OJIVOCABUl: 
j Captain Pandi EUSTO, sub-1 lout. Zef CEA. 

Corruption, robbery, abuse on women don't exist. Such are severely con- 
demned. Vo prostitution allowed. 

At the beginning the people were full ef hope in the ICVA. With the 
mioauceess of the emissaries in Albania, and specially the declaration of 
TOFT AVI , DACI, and others the people have grown cold towards the 1C7A. 

The pamphlets ef the Committee containing the names ef the members of 
the Committee were net welcomed on account ef the proportion ef the religions 
wad weak representation ef the Orthedoxee* The name of AVs EUPI was very 
welcomed. As for what concerns Hasan DOST!, the people say that it ie the 
fault ef Eing Zog to havt graced this element of the left, they add he was 
alee a Justice Minister during the fascist occupation. The newspaper 
• •fiK^IPBRlA* bearing the picture of Hasan BOSTI made a very bad impression. 

The people hate the British when they hold responsible for the estab- 
lishment of communism in Albania. They believe in the USA, but are unhappy 
about the development of the Korean war cause they are afraid each will 
happen in case of an operation on Albania.

About Yugoslavia, they have a certain consideration for the*. , be- 
cause Yugoslavia basing herself on the relations they had with communist 
Albania they are the only yycple in the knowledge of all the interior 
Albanian situation, have so nany Albanians under their domination the great 
number of exiles in Yugoslavia, they are very hopeful that the country will 
be liberated by Yugoslavia, 

The people sympathises the 0 reeks but their revendications on XOECHA 
and 9JIS0C ASTER reinforce the actual regime. If ftreece had withdrawn its 
revendications the actual regime would have been greatly weakened and there 
could have been revolt in the army. 

Considering the different regisee they have beared the people prefer 
that of log.

The Albanian communist party is divided in two currente. Spuratiom 
la continuous not only in the party but aleo in the army and thcpollec. 

The elements of XOXB are the biggest sabotagors, from times to times they 
are in liaison with the Yugoslav emissaries who have often penetrated la 
Tirana. The XCXXSTS are everywhere and In all the apparel of the State 
hides one, they are well organised, they also have members in the army and 
the police. Without much rumor and blood spreading the people think they 
are the ones who can do the interior revolt. The people know them only by 
their good behaviour and the facilities they give to the people. * 

Lately the attitude of the authorities towards the people is softer 
and are full of good will to give them facilities. 

Many pamphlets have failed from the sky. The people await them Im- 
patiently and curiously. Although the terrible security measures exist 
the meet curious men are the policemen. The people are obliged to deliver 
all the pamphlets or if they see them falling immediately advise the police. 
They often think that the pamphlets are made by the communist government to 
see their reaction. 

Thera are collective farms in Tirana, SHIJAX, XAYAJA, FKQIM SLXA8AX, 
SHXOias, POG-RAiaC, Y ALOHA, 0J080C ASTER. In these farms participate the 
peasants who had. no land of their own. Important are those of TI1AXA, XLBASAX, 
SHIJAX, XAYAJA. They are directed by specialised agronems and have the meet 
modern means of agriculture arrived from Russia and Teheko Slovakia. The 
specialists sure Russian and move from one place to another. The experiments 
have given good results. Experiments are done on small lands of 25 acres. 

This year the experimental grounds have been doubled. The collectivisation 
in the villages made no progress. This program has been put to execution in 
Albania since 49. The execution of the program has been more obligatory In 
the provinces of BLBASAN, TIRANA, BtJIAZZO, HERAT. At first the opposition 
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of the peasants was very strong hat they have been obliged to submit and a 
great part has been thrown in jail and considered *IBLLAX B . Those who had 
sone land have been deprived of everything and are only given enough to 
affront their living. The crop is previewed good for this yeah. Much 
wheat called •BASATO* has Seen sown, it cans fron Sonant a. 

Thare is no rssistancs inside the country. Those who eecape do their 
test to escape inaediately to Greece or Yugoslavia. Thoy have heard the 
names of Bilal KOLA and fron tine to tine that of Xanit KATJAHI as resis- 
tant*. In the region of SLBASAJS there is a toan under the leadership of 
Scan SUP AT I , it is said that this taaa can't raaist any longer and that thay 
were going to cone out either in Ore see or in Yugoslavia. 

There are airfields in SCUTARI. TIIAKA. 1LBASAB, IDIGHA. 0JM0CASTS1, 

T ALOHA. TOSHA SHTIQRI in KOXSS. and FSSHKDFI. The two latter are of second 
class. In falona there are two airfields in very good condition. In TI&AKA 
there is the biggest airfield vith a ground of 6.000 sqp&re netars. Lately 
It has been increased of 5*000 square ns tors in the direction of YI1AHA- 
OUKASZO. In the airport of Tirana there is an Italian Colonel in charge of 
the mechanics. There is an underground systemisation, radio transmitters, 
holes were are hidden anti aircraft gone of large caliber, with gone of six 
asters long painted in white. There are guards everywhere and barbled wires. 
There is a fores of oao conpany. The conaandor of the airfield ia a Captain of 
the Security who has a lieutenant at his disposal. On the roofs there are 
guards , specially when the Russian planes arrive in Tirana. Opposite the 
airport there are the workhouses for the repair of the planes who are guarded 
by the Security of the alroort. There is ©he conpany of Albanian pilots of 
thirty six mi the connander of the conpany Is a captain. The eosnand of 
the aviation is opposite to ■BtJBffOT te HI" (new prison) next to the Technical 
Institute. 

All the airfields have grass running around the place except those of 
▼ALOHA, KOBCHA, ELBASAH. 

The airports are used by the Military planet. Thare planes but their 
number is unknown. It scene there are 35 military planes, hunters with one 
and two motors. It is said there are five planes of four engines. Accord- 
ing to the flyers there are no reaction planes. The Haas Ians have given the 
planes to the Albanian state and all are fron the old model perfect ioned in 
46. The group directing the airfields is Russian. Lately have arrived 
twenty Bulgarian flyers. The majority of the personnel is Albanian promoted 
from courses in Buss lan of 6 - 14 months, they are about a hundred among 
which they are lieutenants and graduates. Flights sure seen by day. but moot 
of the tine at night in direction of dreeee and Yugoslavia. Surveyance 
flights are done from the airports of Tirana, Korcha and Talona. 

They have heard speaking of radar. 

There is an alarm system. When the alarm siren strikes twice, it means 
that the enemy planes are far from the town but flying in its direction; 
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vium It strike* twice and then cones a long warning the plan* i# on the 
town; when it • trike* only once the plane ha* gone. The people know the 
warning* he cause they have keen told. The anti-aircraft defense i* done hy 
epee ini teams arsed with modern weapons. 

So alar® has ever been given hy radio hut advise* are. 

There are strong light* in Tirana, Korcha, Talona, Burasso. 

Anti-aircraft defense i* done hy the same gun* which have remained 
fro® the tine# of the Italians and the Germans. There sis anti-aircraft 
batteries. Talona has on all its hill* antiaircraft gone of the last nodal 
which have arrived lately from Saesia, as well as Tirana and Duress* . 

In case of enemy flights advise to the batteries i» done by eoloreA 
•hots; rod: enemy piano far; yellow: directed towards the town; green: on 
the town open fire. 

In Tirana, in the barracks of All RIZAJT , there are southern military 
forces. In the former workshop in HHTOSN e IHJRESIT there are the big •tiger" 
tank* 18 in number in perfect condition. Thor# are alee 15 **all Italian 
tanks. There are 20 Ins* lan armoured cars. There two companies of motorised 
troops; Tchekoslovakian motorcycles with Russian machine guns on then. 

In the "genie" in the hospital area in Tirana, there is the military 
CENTER" school on the right side of the cemeteries. On the left side of the 
hospital, crossing the big street, at the same place where the Italians had 
their "genie" is the command ef the Albanian Any. It it surrounded by 
guards up to the river of Tirana, they are well armed. 

The police centers in Tirana are in: RHtJGA e MJHESIT, RAJON, R°2; 

in th# house of the former Yugoslav legation; RAJON R°l, former Mussolini 
Bld.-HSTOA e DTTBESIT in the house ef the nuns, police force of thirty people 
lead by a Captain; RAJGff ¥°3, RS0QA e DISHES a few netere from the two elm 
trees; RAJOf I°4, TIRANA e RE. 

The police sheool in in the BUBftU i HI, in the street RHUCA e BDCUT to 
Hi, next to the artillery barracks, there are bins hundred pupils following 
police courses. The center of the police section in TIRANA is N°Ch7 RSQ9A 
HA1IM XHKLO, opposite the Catholic Church in the lid. Mussolini next t* 
number 26. 

Each police RAJON has its own civilian section who delivers the LETS®
